HEREAS by an Act passed in the Fifty-fifth Year of the Reign of His late Majesty King 
George the Third, intituled An Act to make further Regulations for the Registry of Ships 
built in India, it was enacted, that nothing in that, or in the therein-recited 
55 G. 8. c. 116, Acts or in any other Act contained should subject any Ship or Vessel 
built or to be built within the Limits of the Charter of the Last India 
Company, which should not be of the Burthen of ‘Three hundred and fifty Tons, or any Ship or 
‘Vessel built within the Limits of the Charter of the said Company, then the Property of any of His 
said Majesty's Subjects within the Limits aforesaid, and employed in Trade as theretofore solely 
within the said Limits, including the Cape of God Hope, or any Ship or Vessel which then was, or at

Thave the honor to forward a copy of 
despatch from Major General Sir Robert Sale, dated 
the 5th instant, containing, fam grieved to state an 
account of his failure in an attempt to storm the Fort 
of Julgar on the 3d instan 

It appears from the Major General's despatch that 
he thought fis Artillery lad effected a practicable 
breach, and he accordingly formed a storming party, 
which, notwithstanding the most determined gallan- 
try of their attack, on Feaching the breach, could not 
effect an entrance owing to the causes mentioned in 
the despatch, 

T lament beyond measure the loss sustained by these 
brave troops ; but considering all the circumstances 
it does not strike me to be so great as might have 
been expected. 

T regret the Mortars were not available for more 
timely service. 

Although the attack was unfortunately not suc- 
cessful, the conduct of the storming party, consisting 
of the Detachment of H.M. 13th Light Infantry 
under Brevet Major Kershaw, and the detachments of 
the 27th and $7th Regiments of Native Infautry under 
Captain Rind of the latter Corps, the whole under 
the Command of Brevet Lieutenant Colonel Tronson 
of Her Majesty’s 13th Light Infantry, appears to have 
been characterised by the most determined bravery 
and steady courage.
